Upon identifying .„ .dveri s ' 
nummary addressed .o a particular advertising template, the reviver combine the advel 
summary and ^e advertising template into a custom advertisement. The custom advertisem 

created m this manner can then be displayed with the appropriate a.K. coo-espo, * 
progr^nmmg received over the broadcast video signals.

10 11 50-63). Each object or application in Filepp tos a "unifon^, self-defining format" and 
.nclu « programs and presentation data, such that it comprises a„ "independen, self-contained 
umt [that] can operate correctly by itself." (Col. 5. II. 52-54; Col. 6. )1. 3-6) One of the 
disclosed objects includes an advertising object, (Col., 14, II. 60^35). Filcpp erinnnatcs the 
r-^onse tinte it takes to retrieve the advertismg objects ftrough a pte-fetching technique in 
wh,ch the advertising objects ^ obtained ftom the host before they are even requested by the 

ftom the meflrods dtsclosed in the present invention. ,n particular, the present invention reducing 
he response time it takes ,„ obuin advertisements by splitting mem into templates that are stored 
locally and custom advertising content «,at is transtnitted through low bandwidth channels along 
with the programming for which they are intended to be displayed, 

Hendricks, on the other hand, is directed to methods for suggesting and displaying 
avaUable programming for viewer selceUon. (Abshact) Hendricks does this through the use of 
ntenus drat are displayed to the viewer and that are updated through programming control 
nfomtatton received at the viewer «,rminal. (Abstract; Co,. 13, li. S-,6) Hendricks discloses 
y fte progtam control information and other data, including -promos" can be .an.,mi.,ed ,o 
he vewcr terminal over a dedicate channel.
